E The first thing that shows up in this survey is that farm 
people are probably too hopeful about farm boys coming back 
to the farm. Year in and year out, about half the boys raised 
on Iowa farms go to the city. 

To expect only 5 per cent of the returning soldiers to take 
educational work for a town job, or to go to town to hunt for a 
job, shows that some farm people are building up for a disap- 
pointment. 

“ The next striking point is the great importance attached 
to agricultural education.

Your Vote DVANCE estimates by 
™ both political parties 
Will Affect are that a very light vote 


will be cast at the election 
next month. 

That is bad news for everybody, but par- 
ticularly for farmers. 

The next congress and the next president 
will have a lot to do with the state of farm 
income in the next few years. 

Farmers are up against the risks of a post- 
var slump. With farm production 40 per cent 
above pre-war, with exports sure to dwindle 
in a year or two, any farmer can see what is 
likely to happen to the prices of farm prod- 
ucts. 

It will take the efforts of the nation’s six 
million farm families, coordinated thru a fed- 
eral program, to keep farm income anywhere 
near the parity level. 

If the next congress goes wrong—as the 
present one has gone wrong—on reform in 
taxation, on food stamp plans, on surplus dis- 
posal, on the use of AAA, and on unemploy- 
ment compensation—farm income is headed 
for a new low. 

When a farmer goes to the polls, he will be 
voting for $6 hogs (we had them after the last 
war) or for a price level which is somewhere 
3ut when a farmer stays home, 
sandidate a chance

Study the issues, study the candidates, ex- 
amine their records, talk to your neighbors, 
and then be sure to go to the polls. Farmers 
will never make their weight count in elec- 
tions unless they really work at the job of 
getting the farm vote out.

For the big drop in farm prices will prob- 
ably not come until after the harvest of 1945, 
Then, if the Japanese war is out of the way, 
and all war contracts ended, unemployment 
will be piling up. At that time, relief demand 
from Europe will be tapering off, as the 1945 
crop is harvested there. Karl Brandt, of Stan- 
ford, says that post-war exports of food may 
quickly shrink below our pre-war levels. 

This delay gives the farmer a chance to get 
his house in order. Farmers can hold down 
the 1945 pig crop, increase legume and grass 
acreage in 1945, and strengthen city demand 
by a food stamp plan and unemployment com- 
pensation. 

This may be the last winter of war prices. 
But there is still time to prevent the follow- 
ing winter from being a season of disaster.

farm. The president went to the right man. 
Wickard is an Indiana farmer with a hard- 
headed approach to this problem.

CORN DROPPED 
A DOLLAR 


On July 15, 1920, corn on Iowa farms was 
selling for $1.51 a bushel. On December 15, 
1920—just five months later—corn was bring- 
ing 49 cents a bushel. 


Hogs, on September 14, 1920, brought 
$14.60; on December 15—three months later— 
they sold for $8.30. 


That is what happened to farm product 
prices in the slump after World War I. And 
that slump continued. In December of 1921, 
hogs were $6; in December of 1922, $7.40; in 
December of 1923, $6.10. 

In the same years, corn was 31 cents, 58 
cents and 60 cents. 

Farm production now is higher than after 
World War I. Foreign demand may be smaller 
than then. 

How can farmers avoid the same kind of a 
price slump after World War Il? That’s the 
$64 question in agriculture right now.

This is a mistake. It was a mistake last 
winter, when prices for overweight hogs were 
cut to bargain rates. It will be more of a 
mistake this winter, when many farmers wl] 
feed to heavy weights to utilize soft corn 

The hog price order on both support and 
ceiling -prices shows a failure to appreciate 
the mistakes of last year, and to compensate 
for those mistakes. 

Ceiling prices remain at $14.75, Chicavo, 
for hogs of 240 pounds down, and at $14 for 
hogs over that weight. Why not use a flat 
ceiling of $14.75, Chicago, and let the market 
pay up for heavies when supplies are short? 

Support prices are at $12.50, Chicago, for 
good and choice butcher hogs, 200-240 pounds, 
There is no support for other weights. 

As things look now, a lot of Rogs will! go 
te market at heavier weights, and there is a 
strong chance of big runs along in the middle 
of the winter. Unless supports are provided 
for these hogs, farmers can lose out just as 
they did last winter, when heavy hogs sold at 
greatly reduced figures. 

Farmers who don’t have soft corn will! do 
well to ship their hogs just as soon as they hit 
225 pounds and have the proper finish. 

Farmers who have soft corn, and who must 
feed to heavier weights, should try to get in 
as many hogs as they can in the next month, 
The big drop may come in December. 

In the meantime, farm groups should con- 
tinue their campaign to get a support price for 
heavy hogs before the big runs start.

Soft corn is any corn containing 
from 30 to 60 per cent moisture, some 
say. Others define it as corn that 
maturing

This injury—usually 
the circulation thru the stalk, 
evaporation of moisture 
brings about a change in 
which 


frost——stops 
pre- 
vents thru 
the leaves, 
the structure of the kernels 
locks the moisture in the grain. 

Whether the corn is prevented 
fiom drying out by this chemical 
change, or because of the cool weath- 
er, most farmers have observed that 
when corn stops losing its moisture, 
it begins to mold and rot. Thus, soft 
corn usually becomes dark-colored, 
moldy, and has a sour smell. 


it’s probably this mold and rot 
that develops when the corn 
stops drying out that makes the 
feeding of soft corn a problem. 
For experiment stations have 
proved several times that the dry 
matter in soft corn is worth as 
much for feed as the dry matter 
in sound corn. 


Therefore, the problem for a farm- 
er with soft corn is to prevent this 
mold and tendency to sour. Weather 
helps sometimes. Iowa State College 
men report one year when soft corn 
county, Iowa, dried out 
would keep in a crib.

Making silage of the soft corn 
is probably the answer for the 
farmer who has the silo. This 
will stop spoiling and save all 
the feed value at the time the 
frost hits. 


Tests have shown that the imma- 
ture stalks and leaves have more 
feed value than mature stalks, to 
make up for part of the loss in the 
ears. 

It’s harder to make good silage 
out of immature corn than from corn 
that is glazed. If cut before the frost 
hits, the moisture may be too high, 
and the silage will be sour. Cut after 


frost, the leaves may be lost and 
moisture content may be so low

Silage can be made from the 
ears alone if silo capacity is lin 
ited, according to the Illinois sta 
tion. The ears should be run thru 
the ensilage cutter and the mate 
rial, including ears, cobs and 
husks, should contain at least 60 
per cent of moisture.

Hogging down soft corn is !

levels after the new crop 
is in. 

Dollar corn may stay on 
Iowa farms until next sum- 
mer, in spite of the size of 
the new crop and in spite 
of decreasing demands by 
livestock. 

WFA’s plan to buy cotton 
and wheat at parity levels, announced 


last week, probably indicates that a 
similar plan will be followed with 
corn. 


This was the consensus of informed 
persons here following the announce- 
ment that CCC would offer to buy 
ali unredeemed wheat under loan 
next May 1 at parity prices, less car- 


rying charges. 

CCC is considering parallel 
action on corn, probably next 
month, whicn would net corn 
growers about 11 cents a bushel 
more than the 1944 corn loan 
value. 

The expected action is based on 


the assumption widely held here that 
corn prices will tend to sag below 
present ceilings when the crop of 
3,191 million bushels is harvested 
this fall. 
As in wheat. CCC would offer to 
buy all corn still under loan on a 
specified date at parity prices (the 
1944 loan rate plus about 11 cents a 
bushel), less interest charges on the 
loan. CCC’s offer to buy probably 
would expire with the maturity date 
of the loan, which might be any time 
between next July and September. 
New effect of the plan would be to 
hold corn prices at approximately the 
‘eiling level. Nevertheless, 
a sizable volume of corn in the west- 
ern fringe of the corn belt is expected 
to be marketed at less thaff parity. -

Why Tear Up Your 
Square Fields? 


Questions Asked and Answered at \Ji||s 





HERE was a look of satisfaction 
on the face of J. F. Wearin, Jr., 
chairman of the Mills county, Iowa, 
Soil Conservation District Commis- 
sioners, as he stood in the midst of 
the third annual Plow Terrace Build- 
ing Contest, on the H. H. and Charles 
Kayton farm, near Strahan, in Mills 
county, Iowa. 

Looking down the hill, where 15 
contestants from seven counties were 
vying with each other to see who 
could build the best 300 feet of ter- 
race in two hours, Wearin said: 

“This is Mills county’s best terrace 
building contest. There’s more in- 
terest because more people than 
ever before—maybe 1,500—are here 
to watch.” 

The loud-speaker blared forth a 
warning to spectators not to get too 
close to the fast-turning tractors. 
“Don’t interfere with the contestants 
or get hurt,” said the man at the 
microphone. 

“No wonder they get close,’’ Wear- 
in said; “they are seeing the best 
demonstration ever. Farmers are 
learning fast how to make terraces 
with the tractors and plows they al- 
ready have.” 


Some asked pointed questions. 
“Why do you let your neighbors 
come in and tear up your farm 
like this?” said one visitor to H. 
H. Kayton, over a sandwich at 
the ladies’ lunch booth. 


laughed, then answered: 
“Got to do something to hold the 
dirt on these hills. Especially since 
we've been growing sweet clover, the 
ground is looser and washes worse. 

“T wasn’t quite satisfied with con- 
tcuring alone,” Kayton continued.

“Give full consideration to the best 
land use when planning the post-war 
agricultural production, even tho it 
may mean a modification of soybean 
acreage,” said the association. 

Leaders recognized that war-time 
lemands have pushed soybeans out 
cr land that might better be growing 
scme other crop. They want to make 
necessary adjustments before driven 
to thei by economic necessity or 
public opinion aroused by land abuse. 

The repeal of taxes and other legal 
restrictions on oleomargarine made 
from domestically produced fats and 
ils was a reaffirmation of the stand 
taken last year at their convention

As to color of oleomargarine, 
members pointed out that un- 
bleached soybean oil has a yel- 
low color and that oleomargarine 
made from such oil would be nat- 
urally yellow. Therefore, they 
argued, Food and Drug regula- 
tions requiring that oils going 
into oleomargarine be bleached 
should be suspended. 





The Lincoln soybean came in for 
more than its share of attention at 
the convention. Higher in both yield 
and oil content than standard varie- 
ties now being grown, this bean ap- 
pears to have what it takes. How- 
ever, it is not recommended for the 
northern one-third of Iowa. 

The meeting was high-lighted by 
the announcement that enough Lin- 
coln seed will be available next year 
to plant a considerable acreage. The 
variety has been under test by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, in cooperation with the vari- 
ous state experiment stations, for the 
past five years So far, seed has 
been available only to farmers who 
would agree to grow the crop entire- 


ly for seed.

CCC to Offer Loans; Pay Parity Later 


ey loans at 90 per cent of par- 


4 ity price, and an offer to buy 
corn at parity at the termination 
of the loan are expected to be an- 


nounced by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation soon, 

The CCC has already announced 
that all wheat on which loans have 
not been redeemed on May 1, 1945, 
will be purchased at parity price on 
that date. 

Corn loans in Iowa, under the 90 
per eent of parity provision, prob- 
ably will average about 90 to 91 cents 
per bushel. This will be 6 to 7 cents 
per bushel above 1943 loans, which 
averaged 84 cents in Iowa. 


The increased loan is due to 
the fact that loans will be made 
at 90 per cent of parity in 1944, 
instead of 85 per cent in 1943, 
and the parity price of corn has 
gone up two points since a year 
ago. 


The corn parity price in Novem- 
ber, 1943, was about 98.82 cents per 
bushel. Adding the a raise 
makes the parity price for Towa corn 
now $1.0067. Ninety per cent of the 
itter figure is about 90.6 cents per 
bushel for the 1944 loan rate 

Loan rates will vary by counties 
however, as they did last year. West- 
ern Towa will have a lower loan rate 
than eastern Towa On the basis of 
last year’s variations, the corn loan 
can he expected to be about as fol- 
lows: 

Krom 89 to 91 cents in the west- 
ern one-third of the state; 90 to 92

Best news about the 708 in- 
dex champion, Man-O-War Jewel 
Homestead Fobes, is that he has 
been leased to the new North- 
west lowa Breeders Cooperative 
Association at Sheldon. 


This association starts out with a 
group of farmers owning 2,500 cows, 
and has lined up a group of high-class 
bulls to provide semen for artificial 
insemination. A good bull, in an ordi- 
nary herd, may only 30 or 40 
calves a vear. In an association of 
this type, he may sire 10 or 15 times 
as many calves. 

When a bull with a high 
dex is hooked up with a 
association devoted to “mail-order 
calves,” farmers get the full advan- 
tage of his ability to raise the aver- 
age of butterfat production. 

Another sire index winner, Carna- 
tion Ormsby Supreme, owned by F. 
A. Chester & Sons, of Plainfield, is 
leased to another breeding associa- 
tion, the one at Kanawha.

Hog Price Range 
Until June 30 


Hog price limits, both top and bot- 
tom, will remain as they are now till 
June 30, 1945, according to announce- 
ment by OPA and WEA.

Ti War Food Administration will 
seek to maintain this $12.50 price on 
hogs of the weight and quality stated 
above until June 30, 1945.

Bang’s disease can’t be handled in 
that way, according to a panel discus- 
sion before a meeting of the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Association. 
W. L. Boyd, chairman of the discus- 
sion, told the veterinarians: 

“Vaccination with Strain 19 is an 
adjunct to control of Bang’s in cat- 
tie; it is supplementary and will not 
replace such other measures as test- 
ing, elimination, sanitation and isolas 
tion of diseased animals.” 

Indiscriminate vaccination was also 
condemned by Dr. C. H. Case, a prac- 
titioner from Akron, Ohio.

Iowa REA Families Have Big Post-War Buying 
Program Ready for Electrical Equipment 


| ems families on Iowa electric 
power lines will spend $30,000,000 
for new electrical equipment as soon 
as they can get their hands on it. 

A survey by an Iowa REA Associa- 
tion committee, reported at the Des 
Moines convention, September 20-21, 
showed that 10,058 REA members ex- 
pect to purchase 37,561 pieces of elec- 
trical equipment with an estimated 
valuation of $2,613,777. 

Since there are 118,000 farm fami- 
lies on electric lines in Iowa, this in- 
dicates an immediate post-war buying 
rush for $20,000,000 worth of elec- 
trical goods. 


Refrigerators come first on the 
list, with 29.5 per cent wanting 
them. Vacuum cleaners’ rank 
second, with 23.6 per cent. 


Next come home water pumps, 
17.5 per cent; ranges, 16.5; chick 
water 
heaters, 14.1; radios, 13.9; separators 
and ultra-violet lights, 13.3; poultry 
water heaters, 13.1; poultry house 
lights, 12.9; clocks, 12.3; 
11.9; waffle irons, 11.5; hog house 
lights, 11.2; irons and sewing ma- 
chines, 11.1, and washers, 11 per cent.

“That must be wrong,” said a 
farm woman who heard the re- 
port. “Every woman | know 
wants a washing machine and an 
iron about as bad as a refrig- 
erator.” 


The answer, as shown by further 
REA figures, is that most farm wom- 
en on REA lines now are pretty well 
equipped on washing machines and 
irons. On these lines, 94.4 per cent 
have washing machines and 87.6 per 
cent have irons. In many cases, this 
equipment is wearing out and replace- 
ments will be heavy. 

Actually, REA families have been 
doing a pretty good job in building 
up stocks of electrical equipment. 
Consumption per member has gone 
from 60 to 99 kilowatt hours per 
month, from 1936 to 1943. The ex- 


planation lies in the increase in t 
use of electrical gadgets.

The 
surviving spouse has a right to re- 
fuse to accept under the terms of a 
will which leaves her less than a 
one-third interest in the estate of the 
deceased spouse, according to Iowa 
law.

4 to the corn belt, according to 
July and August shipment of cattle 
to farms in eight states. 

Farmers bought 52 per cent more 
cattle in July and August, 1944, than 
they bought in the same months in 
1943. The totals were 341,082 in 1944 
and 224,190 in 1943, for the states 
of lowa, Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, 
Nebraska, Minnesota, Ohio and Mich- 
igan. 


Nebraska shows the largest in- 
crease in feeder cattle purchases 
—23,353 in the two months in 
1943 as compared with 55,219 in 
the same two months of 1944, for 
an increase of 136 per cent. 


Iowa feeder purchases increased 
91 per cent—from 95,004 in 1943 to 
181,565 in 1944. Illinois purchases in- 
creased 54 per cent for the two 
months—from 40,993 to 63,119. Min- 
nesota’s increase was 36 per cent— 
from 8,620 to 11,746 head. 

Decreases were shown in Ohio, In- 
diana, Michigan and Wisconsin, but 
the big increases in the other four 
states enough to overbalance 
the decreases and make the eight- 
state increase 52 per cent. 

Figures are furnished by the War 
Food Administration, and include cat- 
tle bought at public markets and cat- 
tle shipped direct to farms. 

The cattle are going to keep on 
coming, according to some men who 
have made a study of the beef cattle 
situation. Rex Beresford, lowa State 
College beef cattle specialist, says: 
“There’s a disposition to do a lot of 
selling from the ranges.” 


were 


Beresford thinks there will be 
enough cattle for feeders, and 
perhaps at lower prices. But he 
doesn’t look for a demoralized 
market such as occurred last 
year with hogs, 

“We've got room to increase cattle 
feeding 25 per 
the Des Moines Feed School, spon- 
sored by the lowa Feed Institute and 


the Western Grain and Feed Associa- | 


tion, “to make up for smaller amounts 
of pork, mutton and poultry that will 
be available this coming year.” 

But Beresford told the Feed School 
that he was no longer the “apostle 
of plain cattle.” This year, feeders 
should go back to their old program: 
“Fit the cattle to the feed supply; 
and feed for a 12-month supply of fat 
cattle.” 

He didn’t seem to be alarmed about 
the war conditions affecting-the cat- 
tle feeder. “I’ve got my _ fingers 
crossed about the end of the Euro- 
pean war this fall,” Beresford con- 
cluded, “and even if it does end in 
Europe, we are still engaged in a 
major war.” 


Looks As If Cattle 
Selling Is On 

Has liquidation of 82,300,000 cattle 
on farms and ranches begun? This is 
the largest number ever on farms 
8.000.000 more than in 1934. 

Big movement of feeders to the 
corn belt in August and September 
52 per cent more than last year, indi- 
cates that owners are letting loose. 
tex Beresford, ISC beef cattle spe- 
cialist, offers further figures. 

Cattle slaughter in 1944 is 26 per 
cent above the same period in 1943, 
he says. Calf slaughter is up even 
more—5S per cent. Visits to markets 
disclosed that cows and yearling heif- 
ers are coming in in more than usual 
numbers. 

“Range men have seen the light,” 
Beresford suggests. “They are selling 
when the country needs the beef and 
the ranges need an adjustment to 
times when feed and prices may not 
be so good.”

Who Pays the Bill? 





— if Tommy has to have his 

appendix out this winter, or 
what if you should break a hip or 
shatter a leg? Are you prepared to 
pay the bills that always accompany 
such occurrences? If you are, you 
belong to the fortunate few. 

One of the greatest worries of all 
parents is that some member of the 
family may get sick, and they will be 
faced with a double worry—the per- 
senal fear for the health of the one 
affected and how to pay the doctor 
and the hospital bills. 


There is reason to worry, for 
one out of every four families 
has a hospital bill to pay each 
year. It’s unusual to find a fam- 
ily with savings to take care of 
such emergencies. Too often, the 
money must be borrowed, with 
an added burden to pay. 


It has been recognized for a long 
time that there was a need for pre- 
paid hospital insurance in the coun- 
try—a type of insurance whereby a 
group of families would pay an in- 
surance premium every year, and the 
hospital bills of any of the families 
would be met and paid for thru the 
common fund. 

This type of insurance has been 
comparatively easy to work out in 
cities where large groups of people 
work together and there are regular 
pay checks coming in. But in the 
country it has been more difficult. 
Each family has been left to figure 
out payments of its own bills. 


‘ 


Blue Cross Hospital Service, 
Inc., now has a plan whereby a 
farm family can be guaranteed 
hospital care for a few cents a 
day. This is a non-profit plan, © 
which takes care of most of the 
hospital! expense. As yet, noth- 
ing has been devised to help out 
on the doctor bill. 


In a number of counties, Farm Bu- 
reaus have been interested in organiz- 
ing their sections for this insurance. 
Sut, to open it to all farm families, 
and not just limit it to Farm Bureau 
members, they have made use of the 
ever-active Health Improvement As- 
sociation. 

Any family interested in getting 
hospital insurance can join this asso- 
ciation by paying a fee of $1. The 
group thus formed is taken into the 
organization—which is a group type 


of insurance. Thus, every family i 
the county is eligible. 

Dallas county, Iowa, was one 
the early counties to take an acti\ 
interest in the Blue Cross plan. Ear! 
last May, officers of the Farm Bu 
reau and its women’s branch starte 
plans to get folks to take out Blu 
Cross insurance. 

First, there was a kick-off dinne 


at Adel, where members of differen: 


committees met with officials fror 
the insurance organization. Plans fo 
a membership drive were presente 
and a county-wide canvass was 0! 
ganized 

Chairmen were chosen from ea: 
township, and there were work 
under each chairman. If a Farm Bi 
reau family joined the Healih I 
provement Association, the $1 fe 
was paid for them; if they did n 
belong to the Farm Bureau, they pa 
the fee themselves. 

These voluntary workers ran int 
many obstacles—spring work, weat 
er, difficult transportation. But th: 
held on and covered the county. T 
story is told that, in one county, 0} 
worker went on horseback to vis 
the rural families on her list. 

At the end of a 20-day drive, moi 
than 300 contracts were signed. 
you figure four to a family, 
means 1,200 people will be protect 
from hospital bills this winter. 

The insurance offer is opened 
twice a year for new membershi} 
In Dallas county, it went into effe 
July 1, and is now closed until Jan’ 
ary—and there are dozens of famili¢ 
planning to join at that time. 


R. E. Wilcox was probably the 
first to take advantage of the 
Dallas opening. On July 2, his 
appendix burst. He was taken to 
a Des Moines hospital even be 
fore the membership card had 
arrived. Mrs. Wilcox reports the 
hospita! bill was $110, but cost to 
the family was only $22.50.

So I made a point, one exhilarating 
May day of 1943, to attend an auction 
at Arthur, Iowa, that offered bee 
equipment There were a couple of 
bee men going over the assortment, 
and my heart sank—they’d probably 
come just for it, in spite of their re- 
marks that they wouldn’t want to 
run the risk of taking foul-brood into 
their swarms by mixing this unknown 
dab with their larger stocks. 

When the auctioneer got to the 
bee stuff, it was one of these men 
who placed a 50-cent bid, and when 
I made it 75 cents, I had the lot. 
Later, he told me he wouldn’t bid 
against me, and still later I realized 
how fraternal are bee people. They 
fairly reek interest in one’s venture, 
and never miss a chance to advise a 
beginner and share experiences. 


Greenhorn that | am, | soon 
found that the original invest- 
ment was a mere drop in the 
bucket. There was the buying 
of frames and foundation wax 
for the hive bodies—besides sec- 
tions and holders for the supers, 
and the bees themselves. 


When one got to sorting, there 
wasn’t so much that went together, 
but the delight of learning how— 
learning a new vocabulary—correct- 
ing a mistaken one. Too, it was late 
in the season. Gther bee men were, 
with difficulty, replacing winter- 
killed swarms, and many of the or- 
der houses were sold out. Finally, 
on June 18, a three-pound package 
of bees and queen arrived by ex- 
press from Macon, Miss. 

Oliver McGonigle, a retired bee 
amateur from town, helped with the 
unpacking. He held the box lovingly. 
and talked to the bees like babies. 
There were full and explicit direc- 
tions for handling, but it would have 
been insulting to him if we'd paid 
this data much attention. 

Between us, we extracted the feed 
can, freed the queen from her tiny 
casket, shoved the swarm along, and 
robbed the family’s sugar store for 
a welcome-home feast. All that was 
left was to watch the busy bees work 
and to add a super later. 

Oliver was my consultant. He was 
not afraid of bee-stings. He said bees 
knew it if one were afraid, and re- 
sponded accordingly. Confidence was 
the thing! He laughed at my extra 
clothes. Certainly, on unloading day 


I came to think his faith was more 


in pipe than psychology. 
I saw the bees every day, talked 


friendly, but the hive really went 
undisturbed until one threatening 
evening I, abandoning carefulness 
lifted the lid to see how things were 
going. I didn’t find out—my exit was 
too hasty! 

A swollen arm was the souvenir 
of Lesson 2: Best time to work with 
bees is around noon on a fair day,

doing so nonchalantly—not even 
bothering with a head scarf. I got 
the super out, but I also got bees 
in my hair and ears and on my legs. 

Lesson 3: Rob the hive with care, 
even if the bees are your-own tame 
ones. A smoker is a necessity. 

I kept bragging about my traveled 
bees all summer, or until I read that 
the average life span of a working 
bee is six weeks. 


As an amateur, | picked up 
other items, such as: (1) There 
are 5,000 bees to a one-pound 
package; (2) the bee that stings 
automatically commits suicide 
(how consoling!); (3) bees will 
range one and one-half miles 
from the hive. 


Sagacious A. O. Warriner, of Sac 
county, Iowa, summarizes Lesson 4: 
“If you’re going into the bee _ busi- 
ness, keep your mouth shut!” He 
referred toa sting on his tongue, but 
the advice was not necessarily literal. 

Oliver says to leave the bees where 
they are for the winter—maybe a 
chicken coop placed over the box 
to break the wind. Others move the 
box into a basement or outbuilding, 
or make a super-ventilator top. Or, 
the extreme modernist may say it 
doesn’t pay to carry bees over win- 
ter, as the honey they require would 
sell for more than a new swarm 
would cost in the spring. 

Already, liking for the bees has 
built up tolerance for hitherto-to-be- 
purged weeds like dandelion and cat- 
nip, because they sustain the hive 
at the important brood time. The 
lowly maple tree comes into a new 
evaluation with its spring-time bee 
nectar. 

And Oliver says bees are good 
watchmen, for, when placed along 
his grape arbor, he has no trouble 
with marauding boys. — Margaret 
Noll, Ida County, Iowa.

level is the important thing in 
feeding poultry,” says Dr. H. J. Sloan, 
University of Minnesota poultry spe- 
cialist. Doctor Sloan spoke at the Des 
Moines Feed School, September 26, 


sponsored by the Feed Institute of 
Iowa and the Western Grain and 
Feed Association. 


Sloan suggested that 20 to 21 per 

cent protein in the feed might be 
about right for present-day high-pro- 
ducing hens. He said flocks with an 
annual production of 175 to 200 eggs 
per hen are not unknown now, and 
such flocks would need more protein 
than flocks averaging 90 to 120 eggs 
per hen. 
Farmers were warned against 
getting the protein level too low 
when mixing concentrates with 
home-grown grains. For instance, 
if the grain mixture contains 11'% 
per cent protein, the mash must 
contain more than 20 or 21 per 
cent protein to make the protein 
level reach the layers’ needs.

Speakers at the convention of the 
Iowa Poultry Improvement Associa- 
tion, in Des Moines, September 22-23, 
advised poultry producers to cut 
down on size of flock and to build up 
on quality. 

Walter Berger, of WFA, said that 
Iowa flocks should be cut 15 per cent 
for 1945. He warned farmers not to 
ccunt on a post-war market for dried 
eggs. 

“If the war in Europe should end 
by January 1,” he

Cliff Carpenter, of the Institute 
of American Poultry Industries, de- 
ciared that the United States is pro- 
ducing eggs at a rate greater than 
can possibly be used next year.

Wayne Jackson, of Cedar Rapids, 
recommended all-pullet flocks as a 
safeguard against disease and as a 
way of getting more eggs per bushel 
of feed. Keep the pullets on clean 
ground, get rid of the old hens, dis- 
infect the house thoroly before the 
pullets move in. 

Jackson also reminded his hearers 
that a flock is likely to lay 30 per 
cent more eggs in its first year than 
in its second.

A good oak bar- 
rel, with a hole or two in the bottom, 
to insure drainage, will store a suf- 
ficient amount of vegetables for the 
average family. An _ out-of-the-way 
spot in the corner of the garden can 
be the home for the barrel 


A hole in the ground just deep 
enough to allow the barrel to ex- 
tend four or five inches above 
the ground !evel will provide the 
vigorous exercise one needs be- 
fore -breakfast. The extra dirt 
hilled around the barrel will help 
to keep the surface rainwater out 
of the pit. 


The vegetables, beets, turnips, car- 
rots, parsnips, cabbage and other

Any board cover is sufficient until 
the ground begins to freeze, after 
which several inches of insulating 
material, such as hay, straw, tomato 
vines or other trash from the garden, 
must cover the ground for several 
feet around, to keep in the cold and 


moist air, exclude the heat, if any, 
and also prevent alternate freezing 
and thawing. 

When vegetables are wanted for 
kitchen duty, the trash is easily 
pushed aside, and there they are— 
quite easy for the housewife to get 
at, in this modern adaptation of the 
old pit storage principle. If the 
weather is extremely cold, it is best 
to watch for the milder mid-day to 
open the pit 

A large box or an apple barrel 
will work all right for a year or two, 
but a really permanent pit may be 
made of brick or concrete by almost 
any handy man. For those who need 
more storage space for surpluses for 
fumily use, or as poultry feed, two or 


more barrels are preferable to a larg- 


er-sized space. 


It should always be kept in 
mind that no plan for cold stor- 
age will do more than to prolong 
the usefulness and the quality of 
the stored vegetables. It is too 
much to ask or expect of any 
storage that poor-quality vege- 
tables will improve in quality by 
any plan.

All four species are specific in 
their tastes, and feed only upon 
the European corn borer. Hence, 
farmers need not fear damage to 
crop plants, farm animals or man 
from these new insects. 


Two of these parasites lay their 
eggs in the borer larvae. Another 
lays them in the eggs of the borer. 
When the latter’s eggs hatch, the 
larvae of the parasites are inside the 
borers, and kill them shortly before 
they complete development. 

The maximum first-generation loss 
this year, chiefly from stalk injury, 
was about 15 per cent in a few heav- 
ily infested fields. In most areas, 
the damage as yet is light. 

In one 10-acre field in Clinton coun- 
ty, Iowa, 427 stalks of corn revealed 
1,118 borers. The pests, which aver- 
aged about 2.6 per stalk, had gnawed 
more than 2,000 holes in the stalks. 


| Infestation in one Jones county, Iowa, 
| field averaged 3.1 borers per stalk. 


The Department of Agricul- 
ture estimates that an average of 
one mature borer per stalk in a 
field will cause 3 per cent dam- 
age to the corn. 


Scouting for the second generation 
which ordinarily shows a 
higher percentage of survival, is now 
in progress. If this year’s increase 
is comparable to last year’s, the 
borer may be expected to invade all 
ot Iowa and the fringes of neighbor- 


| ing states.

The effectiveness of the parasites 
released this summer can not yet be 
gauged.

methods of control will not 
be replaced by parasites, entomolo- 
gists say. Parasites aid in control, 
but the effect is bound to be slow. 
Plowing under all corn stalks be- 
fore the borer moths emerge in the 
spring is still the surest method of 
control. It is hoped that the parasite 
will be another aid in keeping borer 
numbers down.—Lois Stewart.

New Feeder Cattle 
Need Rest 

The best medicine for new feeder 
cattle which have been transported 
any considerable distance is rest in 
a small vard where there is good hay 
and water. 

If, after a rest period, anv one of 
the animals seems dull and listless 
or stands with its head low and 
breathes with difficulty, better iso- 
late that one from the others and 
act at once to find out what the 
trouble is. 

All of the new cattle should be 
kept separate from the cattle already 
on the place for two or three weeks, 
to avoid spreading any disease the 
new ones might have. The new cattle 
should have their own water tank at 
all times if possible. 

Oats are an excellent grain to use 
in starting the cattle on feed. Add 
other grains and concentrates gradu- 
ally. If the cattle are to be put on 
a full feed of corn, increase the ra- 
tien very slowly. Three weeks is the 
shortest period during which cattle 
should be put on full feed. A more 
gradual increase over a period of a 


six weeks is less dangerous

CORN OATS CLOVER 


Two-thirds of the soil loss in the 
three-year rotation, or about 20 tons, 
is lost during the year the land is 
in corn. But oats waste the soil, too, 
as about 10 tons—half as much—was 
lost during the year the land was in 
vats. Loss was relatively small dur- 
ing the year of clover, between one 
and two tons. 


The heavy loss of soil on oat 
land comes in March, April and 
May. At that time, the land 
has no cover, and the top soil is 
very fine from double disking 
and harrowing. There is also 
no body of loose earth below the 
shallow disked surface to absorb 
water quickly. 


Corn land loses about one-third of 
the 20 tons in June. This is the sea- 


}son when the land lacks cover and 


the top surface is kept loose by culti- 


ivation. The small losses of soil on 


clover land are in May, June and 
September. 


While the loss of 10 or 11 tons 
annually, as an average of the 
years in a three-year rotation, 
looks big, it is small compared 
with losses of soil by cropping 
with corn continuously. 


Tests showed that with land kept 
in corn continuously, the loss of soil 
about doubled the loss during the one 
year of corn in rotation, or about 40 
tons annually. This rate of loss 
would take off almost an inch of top 
soil each three years. 

Longer and steeper slopes would 
increase the loss of soil in all cases, 
but no tests have been made to de- 
termine how much more. As the top 
soil disappears, the loss will also in- 
crease by at least one-third, accord- 
ing to tests already made.
